HELD IN THE CAVE. 


RUBE BURROWS TURNS UPON Is 
PURSUERS 


AND FINALLY KILLS ANOTHER OFFICER 


The Wild Chase After the Great Alabama 
Desperado—He Kills All the Blood- 
hounds—In Sight of Each Other. 

Bremincuam, Ala., October 28.—[Special.]— 
Rube Burrows, the outlaw andjtrain robber, 
has killed another officer. 

The pursuing posse of citizens and detectives, 
Jed by bloodhounds, came in sight of the twe 
outlaws this morning eighteen miles north of 
Oneonta, Blount county, and about five miles 
from the scene of Friday's battle. -A number 
of shots were fired, and James Delano, a citi- 
ven who was with the posse, was killed. 

The bloodhounds were 

ALL SHOT DEAD 
by the outlaws, who again escaped without a 
scratch. Early this morning Burrows and his 
companion turned the tables on the pursuing 
party, and became the humters instead of the 
hunted. Several members of the pursuing 
party, led by Detective Robbins, of the Soath 
ern Express company’s force, camped last 
nightin a cave in the mountains. The out- 
laws, itseems, were close by, and this morn- 
Ing, when the detectives awoke, they found 
the two outlaws in possession of the only exit 
from the cave. Every time a dotective showed 
his head from behind a protecting rock 

HE WAS SHOT AT. 

This state of things lasted several hours, 
when the remainder of the officers came up 
and opened fire on the outlaws. In this fight 
Delano was killed, and the outlaws again es- 
taped to cover in the woods, and the impris- 
oned detectives crawled out of the cave. 

THE GOVERNOR ACTS. 

Early this morning Sheriff Smith and Chief 
of Police Pickard received telegrams from 
Governor Seay, ordering them to co-operate 
and send twenty five picked men, heavily 
armed, to the seat of war. In response to these 
telegrams Sheriff Smith and Chief Pickard se- 
lected a posse of twenty -five of the coolest and 
bravest men that ever handled a Winchester, 
and had every man fitted out with a new Win- 
chester and a belt of cartridges. The governor 
instructed them to get a special train, which 
was done, and about 11 o’clock this morning an 
engine drawing one coach laden with the 
armed posse, pulled out of the union depot, 
The party is in charge of Captain James 
Sharpe, and among them are a number of men 
who have made themselves famous by the judi- 
cious use ofa Winchester. This party goes for 
the state, and at the state’s expense. 

THE OTHER DETECTIVES 

who have gone up there have been sent by the 
Scuthern Express company, in command of 
Detective J. B. Robbins. General Superin- 
tendent Hi. C. Fisher, of the 
Southern Express company, is at 
Oneonta, the nearest railread station to the 
seat of war, and Superintendent Agee, of the 
same company, is with the detectives at the 
front. | 
is kept nested by wire. He first ordered out a 
military company, but later wired the sheriff 
to send deputies instead of the troops. Super- 
intendent Fisher telegraphed from Oneonta 
late this afternoon thatthe war would proba- 
bly be 


ENDED ONE WAY OR TIT OTHER 
tonight or early tomorrow morning. The 
twenty-five special officers from this city ar- 
rived there at 1 o’clock and left at once for the 
front.. The outlaws are in hiding 18 miles 
north of Oneonta, whichis the nearest tele- 
graph oftice. While later news is awaited 
here with great anxioty, itis doubtful if any 
reliable information can be obtained before 
tomorrow morning. 

THE TROUBLE H® BAS GIVEN. 

A party is here who saw Burrows and his 
pal in Old Chepultepec Thursday, where Bur- 
rows had his shoes half soled, and he says 
Burrows told him that he got off the Georgia 
Pacific train at Leeds and had walked through 
The direction in 
which he is going is a little north of east, and 
his route seeins to lie between Huntsville and 
Chattanooga. 7 

The desperado has already given the author- 
ities of the state almost as much trouble as did 
the famous ‘James boys in their heyday of 
crime. Throughout the Ohio and the Mis- 
sissippi valleys the list of those who 
have crimsoned the soil with life blood 
in their attempts to capture him is 
close on to that of the prince of outlaws. It is 
evident from the events that the Blount coun- 
ty officers narrated that Rube will never per- 
mit himself to be taken alive and that when at 
last he is put where he can do no further mis- 
chief it will be when he cannot take even the 
most desperate chance of escape. A few days 
ago advicestold of Rube having beenin the 
neighborhood of Decatur and along the 
northern tier of counties. It seems that he has 
been jumping about, keeping near the line of 
railroads to get an opportunity if possible to 
play his little games. He at last got down into 
Blount and there was detected and the tragedy 
followed. 

THE HUMAN BULWARKE. 

Sheriff A. H. Morris teils the story of Fri- 
day’s fight in a thrilling way. He said: 

“Tt was last Thursday that my brother, J. 
EK. Morris, whois my chief deputy, learned 
that Rube Burrows and acompanion were at 
the house of Bud Ashworth, on the Scott road, 
about three miles south of Brookville. A 
number of people had previously reported that 
they had met some suspicious looking men 
in lonely places, and our suspicions had 
already been aroused. As soon as we got their 
location my brother got five men and started 
for Ashworth’s house. They didn’t attempt 
to go in, but getting in front of the only door 
to the cabin, ranged themselves to completely 
command the exit, and then, leveling their 
guns, called upon Rube to come out and give 
himself up. The desperate outlaw was sitting 
beside the fireplace. At the summons he 
snatched his -Wiuchester, and, catching the 
wife of one of the Ashworth’s, pusbed her én 
front of him and appeared at the door. His 
body was completely covered by that of the 
woman, and the officers were powerless to use 
their guns without killing her also. This, of 
course, restrained them, particularly as a 
glance revealed the fact that should 
a bullet strike the women,who was made an in- 
voluntary victim, it would cause two deaths in 
place of one. The desperate outlaw told them 

that he would die before he would surrender, 
and then leveled his Winchester. His pal did 
the same and seeing that the officers hesitated 


' to fire, the men came out, and keeping the 


woman between them and the guns of the 
sheriff’s posse, retreated slowly toward the 
woods that was dense with undergrowth tothe 
right of the cabin. When they had got some 
distance from the house Rube and his com- 
panion each fireda shot at the sheriffs and 
then dashing into the timber were soon in con- 
cealment. As soon as they got in such a posi- 
tion as to put the woman out of range a volley

themselves. Mrs. Ashworth, who had been so Crane 


Governor Seay is in New York, but he- 


roughly handled by the outlaws, was fright- 
ened nearly to death. She expected each 
minute that her body, which had been used to 
shield the famous thief from the missiles of 
the posse, wouid be riddled with bullets, and 
when at last the men had rushed into the 
woods she fellin a severe state of nervous 
prostration, and the united efforts of the neigh- 
bors were necessary to restore her to a tranquil 
State of mind. The gravest results of the 
fright are apprehended.” 


CHASING RUBE BURROWS. 


The Desperado Supposed to Be Caged and 
Ready for Capture. 

OnEonTA, Ala., October 28.—[Special.]— 
Oneonta is the county seat of Blount county, 
Alabama. 

Rabe Burrows is still at large this moraing. 
He and Joe Jackson, his pal, were between 
some rocks on the crest of Sand mountain, fif- 
teen miles from here, defying a posse of one 
hundred armed men, fifty of whom have Win- 
chesters and repeating rifles. Forty or fifty 
shots were exchanged between the outlaws 
and the posse this morning, the latter being 
two hundred yards off and sheltered behind 
trees. Kiube and Jackson only shot twice, 
each of their balls striking the trees behind 
which some of the men stood, but the posse, 
commanded by Sheriff Morris, shot ball 
after ball at him. At each shot 
Rube Burrows would 

COME FROM HIS COYER 

and yell to them to shoot again and go home 
and learn how to shoot. “Then Il’ll 
play with you,” jhe yellod back, 
aftera volley of balls sent after him had 
passed harmlessly over. The posse then 
stopped shooting, and an attempt was made 
to surround the mountain and starve him out. 
About this time a party of thirty-seven picked 
men from Birmingham arrived upon the scene, 
armed with Winchesters. This was rather too 
much for the outlaws, and they commenced 
beating a retreat over the mountain. One of 
the two bloodhounds Sheriff Morris and 
his osse had trailing them yesterday 
was killed, and the other would not trail at all. 
The posse divided out, however, and sur- 
rounded the mountain. ‘They think they 
have him in a pen tonight, but that is doubt- 
ful, for as Icame over the mountain on 
horseback from Springville this afternoon, the 
people just south of this place told me that 
five minutes before my arrival they had seen 
two men, armed with Winchesters and wear- 
ing dark clothes and sombrero hats, whom 
they believed to be 

BURROWS AND JACKSON, 
pass the gap between Red and Sand mountains 
on a run, and were lost tosight in the woods in 
the latter. 

intense oxcitement prevails here to- 

night. Hardly had I reached 
here before two men came in 
announcing-that Bnrrows and Jackson had 
been seon below here at dark, in Sand moun- 
tain. Mr. H. C. Fisher, superintendent of the 
Southern Express company -:from Nasliville, 
who is here, immediately sent a runner to an- 
other superintendent of the express company 
from Memphis, Mr. Agee,who is out at Snead’s 
nvill, at the foot of aspur of Sand mountain, 
with the sheriff’s posse and a dozen detectives, 
to tell him of the rumors of Burrows passing 
below. A special train has just arrived at 10 
o'clock, with three bloodhounds and half a 
dozen miere men. Thev will be 

SENT OUT IMMEDIATELY, 
and if Burrows should still be where the posse 
think they have him, there will be 
a fight to a finish tomorrow 
morning. Burrows, however, has sworn never 
to be taken alive, and if the posse should pos- 
sibly by chance get him, it will be aftera 
dozen or: more of them have bit the dust. 
Superintendent Fisher says he is a worse man 
than Jesse James ever was, that he would as 
soon killa man as a rabbit, and further, that 
he has sworn to kill every one who is not his 
friend or whoever recognizes him. Mr. Fisher 
and the express company detectives have been 
after him since December 15th last, when he 
robbed the express car of the Illinois Central 
at Duck Hill, Miss., of $1,800, and both he 
and his detectives know full 
what kind of & man they 
to deal with. The Express company, the rail- 
road and the state have offered 

A REWARD OF $7,500, 

for the capture of Burrows. They have tele- 
graphed a description of both he and Jackson 
toevery telegraph station in Alabama, and 
the conductors on every train also have descrip- 
tions of the men. The country around here is 
the rough-st and most sparsely settled in the 
state. Burrows knows every fvot of ground, 
while very few of the men in the sheriff’s 
posse know anything about it. Therefore, it is 
believed around here tonight that the outlaws 
have eluded their besiegers. The bloodhounds, 
the detectives and all, are making back toward 
the southwest, heading for Lamar county, 
the home of Rube Burrows. If he 
ever gets there he believes he will be safe, at 
least fora while. Both Burrows and Jackson 
are dead shots witha rifle, and are two as 
gritty men as ever lived. From Saturday 
morning up to two o’clock this afternoon, 
they did not move out of a circle of two miles, 
Both jshot at the blood hound yesterday 
while he was running 

FIFTY YHRDS FROM THEM, 
and both balls entered the dog’s body. Last 
night they boldly marched into a farm house 
and took supper while the sherifi’s posse was 
on the outside. They had, however, nothing 
to eat up to3o’clock this afternoon, except 
something they had carried off in their pockets 
from the farm house last night. In the morn. 
ing, if the outlaws can be found, the decisive 
battle will take place. Burrows and Jackson 
will be either killed or they will get off, and 
the posse will give it up. I shall be on the 
scene at daylight. E. W. BARRETT.

An Alabama Young Man Tears Up Other 
People’s Letters. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., October 28.—[Special]— 
Before United States Commissioner Hunter this 
morning William F. Cowles, of the general delivery 
clerks in the post office, was tried on a charge of 
destroying mail matter. After hearing the evidence 
the commissioner bound Cowles overin a bond of 
$500. The evidence before the commissioner this 
morning was to the effect that Cowles was seen by 
a fellow clerk to open a letter, read it, and then to 
tearitup. The letter was offered in evidence. It 
was addressed to a young lady inthecity. A num- 
ber of letters had been found in the office partly 
torn up, and witnesses testified to seeing Cowles 
sweeping them from his deliyery window. About 
300 letters which have been opened and thrown on 
the floor have been gathered up by the 
inspectors working on the case, and are nowin the 
safe at the post office. Cowles came here from Eu- 
fanla, Ala., and is @ young man of excellent family. 
He is a nephew ot Colunel Henry R. Shorter, of the 
state railroad commission. The young man has 
always borne a good reputation. He is engaged to 
be married to @ young lady in this city, and the 
wedding is to take place very soon. 


A REAR-END COLLISION 


Results in the Death of a Passenger and the 
Wounding of a Fireman. 


BirmMInGHAM, Ala., October 28.—[Special.] 
There was a rear-end coilision between two freigh 
trains on the Louisville and Nashville railroad at 
eleven o'clock last night, near Pelham Station, 
eighteen miles south of here, Jack Thomas, a 
colored man, was killed, and Dan Cummings, a 
fireman, was seriously hurt. Thomas was thrown 
from the train, and falling under the wheels was 
literally ground to pieces. The body was brought 
here this morning for burial. The wounded fireman 
was also brought here and senttothe bospital for 
treatment. His injuries are very serious, and may 
prove fetal. A caboose and four cars were mashed 
up, and seven others were slightly injured. The 
cab of the rear engine wasalso wrecked.

THE CALL ON DR. CRONIN THE 
NIGHT OF THE MURDER. 


WHATSHE OBSERVED FROM A WINDOW 


The Search for Dr. Cronin the Next Day— 
O'Sullivan Denies That He Hired the 
Horse and Buggy. 


Cutcaco, October 28.—A local paper says 
the state has struck a new lead in the Cronin 
case against Martin Burke. Through a young 
woman who was employed as telegraph opera- 
tor at Hancock, Mich., last May, the state’s 
attorney has learned the identity of the senders 
of the telegrams which Burke received from 
that place. One of these telegrams, it is said, 
was addressed to Burke at Joliet, telling him 
to get out quickly. Another was addressed to 
Cooney, at Chicago, telling him to take some 
money to Burke at Joliet, to assist the latter’s 
flight. Other telegrams were addressed to 
well-known men in various western towns 
along the route which Burke took on his way 
to Canada. It was through a leak somewhere 
as tothese dispatches that Martin Burke’s 
journey was interrupted, In addition to the 
correspondence between Burke and the Han- 
cock parties, it is alleged that other communi- 
cations passed which seriously com promise one 
or more ofthe men recently indicted on the 
charge of attempted jury bribing on account 
oftheir attempts to defeat justice in another 
direction. 

A STABLEMAN’S TESTIMONY. 

At the opening of the Cronin trial this 
morning, the state called for Mr. Cronin, 
brother of Dr. Cronin, but that gentleman 
was not in the reom at that time and Napier 
Moreland, an employe of Patrick Dinan, the 
liveryman, was called instead. He testified as 
to the facts of the hiring of the white horse on 
the evening of the 4th of May when Dr. 
Cronin was killed. The evidence did not dif- 
fer materially from that given by Dinan him- 
salf on Saturday, either as to the taking out of 
the horse or his description of theman. A new 
point was reached, however, when he described 
the condition of the horse when returned to the 
stable about half past nine o’clock that night, 
after having been out a little over two hours. 
The witness said: ‘‘He was in the condition of 
a horse that had been drove very fast for 
the length of time that he was out. He was 
sweating allover and had the appearance of 
having been driven fast for the time he was 
out. is nostrils were blowing at the time he 
camein. The buggv was covered with sand 
and boulevard mud.’’ 


MRS. CONKLIN’S STORY. 


Mrs. Conklin, at whose house, Dr. Cronin 
last lived, was the next witness. After num- 
erous questions, as to the location of rooms in 
the flat, Mrs. Conklin proceeded to tell the 
story of how the doctor was called away from 
her house on the night of May 4th. She said 
that at 7:20-p. m., a stranger, who seemed 
nervous and excited, rang the bell and when 
she opened the door inquired for Dr. Cronin. 
He seemed very reluctant to enter, but finally 
did so, when told that the doctor was engaged 
with other patients. The stranger took a seat 
in the waiting room. When Dr. Cronin came 
out of his office the man advanced and said: 

“*Dr. Cronin, you are wanted to attend a 
man who has been hurt at O’Sullivan’s ice 
otiice.’ 

**The doctor made a remark which I did not 
hear. At that moment the man drew a card 


from his pocket and presented it to the doctor, 
“Dr Cranin took theo vuru and said: 


‘Oh, yes; what is the nature of the acci- 
dent ?’ 

‘He said: 
&@ wagon.’ 

**The doctor said: ‘I will be with you soon,’ 
Of vomeathing to that effest... Lhe mean 
down again on the edge of a chair and the 
doctor turned, laying the card on the mantle- 
piece. The man said O’Sullivan was out of 
town and left word that Dr. Cronin was to at- 
tend his men. 

‘‘Dr. Cronin ran to his private room and 
gathered together some bandages and cotton 
batting. He bronght it out with his surgical 
case and a case of splints. Then, drawing on 
his coat as quickly as possible,he left, running 
out carrying these things aud tho case in his 
arms. 

“The two went hurriedly out of the house 
as fast as they could, and did not even shut 
the door. I heard them running down the 
stairs.’’ 

Witness continued her testimony, saying 
that she then -went to a window overlooking 
the street, and saw a buggy,with a white horse 
attached, standing before the door. Dr. Cro- 
nin and the man who called for him got into 
the buggy, which was then driven northward. 
The men seemed anxious to get away.”’ 

She gave a description of the man who came 
for the doctor, told the story of the proceed- 
ings of the day after Cronin’s disappearance, 
and was cross-examined at great length by 
Mr. Forrest. 

DR. CRONIN’S BROTHER, 
from Arkansas, identified the Lakeville corpse 
as that of his brother. 

T. T. Conklin, a saloonkeeper, with 
whom Cronin resided, was recalled by the 
state. He testified to starting out immediately 
after breakfast the first morning of Cronin’s 
absence to search for the doctor. At O’Sulli- 
van’s, the ice man was seen and denied having 
sent for Cronin or that any of his men had 
been hurt. Conklin then went to police head- 
uuarters, proceeding afterward to the East 
Chicago Avenue police station. Captain 
Schaack, at the station, thought the evening 
time enough for alarm. Conklin went at once 
to Pinkerton’s. 

The saloonkeeper was still on the witness 
stand when court adjourned until tomorrow.

LexinGTon, N. C., October 28.—[Special.]— 
This section has just been thrown into intense ex- 
citementon account of the arrest ot many men 
charged w.t | being implicated in the recent lynch- 
ing of young Robert Berrier, white, who so brutally 
murdered his mother in-law near here. Following 
the special instructions of Governor Fowle yester- 
day, Sheriff H. D. Leonard, with a posse of thirty 
men. started out with warrants for the arrest of 
many men, chargiug them with being in the 
lynebing party. Up to tonight the ‘following 
have been arrested: John Wood, John 
Craver, D, .-R. Myers, J, <A. Myers, J.

If any 
can do it, let him speak out, and let the people 
hear him, While the federal constitution remains 
unchanged, white supremacy cannot be made per- 
manent in Mississippi by any ordinance a state con- 
vention can sdopt. If it couid, the outlook to him 
would be very far from gloomy. 
suppose the poe problem weare contending with 
can be solved by any act this state has the power to 
perform. Whatever safety there is for us lies in the 
absolute unity of the white people, and 
when we permit ourselves to be diverted 
from thisour only present hope, we deceive our- 
selvesand impair our capacity to deal with the 
dangers that threaten us. Hespoke at length upon 
this line, and pointed out many points of difference 
among the white people as to what a new constitu- 
tion should contain, chief among which was an 
elective judiciary. Closing, he said: “Outnumber- 
edas the whites are in Mississippi, it behooves 
them to discard all propositions that distract them 
and weaken them, and stand by each other to save 
their clyilization and themselves.”’

The patrons claim to have been 
forced into being by monopolies and trusts and 
they propose to organize a combination that will 
strike terror to the hearts of their enemies, At pre:- 
ent the — are devoting themselves exclusively 
to merchants, and in every town where they havea 
foothold they enter into an iron-clad contract with 
one dealer in each line of trade to purchase only 
from him,®exacting a pledge that they shall not be 
charged to exceed twelve per cent advance on 
wholesale prices. The patrons have lodges in 
forty-seven counties, Kent leading, with$a member- 
ship of more than 5,000. The general offices are 
located in this city, and Rev. F. W. Verbucan, an 
old-time Presbyterian preacher, is supreme presi- 
dent.

Mr. Venable, of Fulton, Introduces an Im- 
portant Kesolution—The Law in Refer- 
ence to Landlord’s Lien on Crop Passed. 


The special order yesterday was an appro- 
priation bill. 

Captain Gordon, of Chatham, chairman of 
the appropriations committee, is the author of 
the bill. 

It was “to make additional appropriation 
for fiscal years 1889 and 1890; to supply de- 
ficiencies in the several appropriations for the 
expenses of the government.” 

The bill was passed without amendment, and

$250 contingent expenses su. reme court; $384.80 to 
expenses joint couimit.ee that investigated officcs 
of treasurer and comptroller-general; $183 to ex- 
penses commission for furnishing and fitting the 
new capitol: $881.80 for publication of circulars al- 
ready issued by railroad commission; $200 for fu- 
ture like publications; $500 ior bondbooks to be in 
treasurer’s office; $1,800 to add to 1889 contingent 
fund; $5,048 to add tu 188) printing fund; $2,207.98 
tu expenses state department, executive Mansion, 
new Capitol, for 1859; $0,722 forsame expenses, 1590;

Mr. Venable, of Fulton, introduced this res- 
olution yesterday: 

Resolved, By the general assembly of Georgia, 
that the commiitee on the Wesiern and Atlantic 
railroad be and they are hereby instructed to in- 
quire into and investigate the tight of the Georgia 
Pacific railroad company to use the mghtof way ol! 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, and the right of 
said Georgia Pacific railroad company to farm out 
and lease to other cea a the right over the 
same, and report same back as early as practicable. 

The resolution explains itself. 

The facts, as stated by Mr. Venable yesterday, are 
these: Several years ago, when Governor Gordon 
was atttorney forthe Georgia Western, now the 
Georgia Pacific, and Senator Colquitt governor of 
Georgia, a resolution was pussed by the legislature 
authorizing the governor to allow the Georgia Pa- 
cific, by consent of the Western and Atlantic lessces, 
to use the Western and Atianticright of way for 
four miles out from Atlanta. It was further stipu- 
lnted that the Georgia Pacific was to pay the state 
$1.000 for this privilege. 

Governor Gordon made the application in due 
form fur the road, Governor Colquitt did his part, 
and ever since then the Georgia Pacific has been 
using tracks alonside the Western and Atlantic, 
and on the State road’s right of way. 

The $1,000, so Mr. Venable states, has never been 

aid, 

‘ The Georgia Pacific, Mr. Venable states again, has 
“farmed out’’ the right-of-way to the East Tennes- 
see, enabling that road to reach tne center of the 
city at comparatively insignificant cost—anud now 
contemplates the sale of this right-of-way to the 
East Tennessee. This would make the right of the 
latter perpetual. 

“The tracks of the Georgia Pacific and Western 
and Atlantic lie close aiongside,”’ said Mr. Venable, 
‘four miles, beginning at the carshed and going out 
beyond the ecily limits. The Georgia Pacitic has 
made itselfa perfect Chinese wall between the 
Western and Atlantic and their (the Western and 
Atlantic's) patrons on one side. The Western and 
Atlantic cars can't cross the Georgia Pucifie track 
to reach it3 patronsonu that side without paying 
tribute to the Georgia Pacific.’’ 

The resolution was adopted.

crop, [whethersuch indebtedness be Ly note, open 
account, or secured by lien in wr.ting, without first 
having obtained tie consent of said landlord; and 
ofiences against this section shall be held to be a 
misdemeanor, anid any person guilty thereof shall, 
on couviction thereof, be punished according to 
4310 of the code of Georgia.”

‘*Move on!’’

Good Rosds. 

We gather from the Philadelphia Times 
that there is considerable agitation in the 
press of Pennsylvania on the subject of 
good country roads. 

This agitation is timely, indeed, and we 
could wish that some of the enthusiasm 
that is said to be behind it might be trans- 
ferred to Georgia. There is no improve- 
ment, no species of development, that 
Georgia stands so much in need of as good 
roads. There is no way to make an accu- 
rate calculation in figures, but good roads: 
throughout the state would result each year 
in a great saving tothe farmers and other 
tax-payers of the state. The wear and tear 
of vehicles, the delay in getting to market 
amount toan immense sum in dollars and 
centsin the aggregate. . 

We have not observed that the recom- 
mendations of the road congress held in At- 
lanta a few months ago have had any par- 
ticular effect on the legislature. This is 
not because the legislature is not interested 
in the matter, but because this question of 
good roads is largely a county affair, The 

Jegislature can change 


the-road laws, but ie} «+ 


cannot strip the shell of habit from those 
who have become accustomed to bad roads, 
nor can it imbue the citizens of the state 
with the energy, determination and public 
spirit sufficient to bring about a change. 

Nevertheless, the meeting of the road 
congress was a very significant event, for it 
showed that the people are discontented 
with the present system of roads. It seems 
to us, as we have intimated, that the solu- 
tion of this road.problem is in the hands of 
the counties themselves. Fulton has re- 
garded it in that light, and her commission- 
ers have gone forward in the work of making 
permanent improvements. It is true that 
every county is not as rich as Fulton, but it 
is equally true thatevery county, however 
poor, can do something each year, no mat- 
ter how little, toward the permanent im- 
provement of its roads. If only a half a 
mile a year, that would be something, and 
the improvement once begun would be car- 
ried on more rapidly than most peeple sup- 
pose. : 

This road question is too important to be 
allowed to die out, and we propose to keep 
it alive if possible.

The State Road.} 


FAIRBURN, October 24.—Editors Constitu- 
tion: The lease of the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road is a question of great importance to the people 
of Georgia. Last year, just before the election, this 
great question was before the people. Every man, 
almost, who announced himself a candidate, either 
for the senate or house, was called tpon to state his 
position on this very important question, and the 
consequence was that nearly all declared them- 
selves opposed to the payment of any batterments, 
and with this understanding they were elected, 
That {is tosay, a majority and a large majority, if 
my recollection serves me right, of the present gens 
eral assembly pledged themselves to vote against 
allowing the lessees of {the Western and Atlantic 
railroad any amount of money for betterments, 

Will they now refuse to pay anything, or will they 
pay something, or wiil they pay all the lessees 
claim? Now, Mr. Editor, we must know what we 
have to lease before we can lease intelligently; 
bidders must know what they will get before they 
can bid intelligently. Now, let’s see what the 
lessees Claim they are entitled to. In the first place, 
if I understand the position of the lessecs, 

hey say legally, or by the _ strict 
letter of the law, they are not entililed 
to pay for betterments, or in other words, for ims 
proved road bad, rails, tics and other fixed property 
or fixtures, etc. Secondly, they say that, in justice 
and equity, they are entitled to pay forthe improve- 
ments put on the road, which, they insist, is $750,- 
889.74, ‘‘being, without interest, the amount of bet- 
terments on the improved condition of the property 
which the commission appointed by the governor 
of the state’ have found. 

Thirdly, they propose that the company receive 
from the state the amount of $144,000, ing for 
taxes in the state of Tennessee, being the amount 
paid without interest, although some of the pay- 
menis are of ten years’ standing. This, I believe, is 
the amount they are willing to receive and accept, 
and will then undertake to deliver the road and its 
appurtenances in its present condition either to the 
state or the new company of lessses on the 27th day 
of December, 1890, tle day the lease expires, Now, 
we see that the lessees claim the state owes h-rand 
jastly the sum of $894,889.74 for improvement t» tie 
road and for taxes. (ow, let’s see if the contract 
will allow such a claim; in other words, are the 
lessees entitled under the con'ract to receive the 
above amount. Now to the contract, and first as to 
the payment of these taxes. There is nothing said 
about who shall pay the taxes of this property 
which is in Tennessee, in the act offOctober 24, 1970, 
unless it is provided for in section 11 of the lease 
act. That section says ‘‘said company (Western and 
Atiantic railroad company) shall have the same 
exemptions, privileges, immunities, rigats and 
guarantees and +hall be subject to the same Ii ibili- 
ties, disabilittes and public burdens of the Georgia 
Railroad and Banking company, the Centra! Rail- 
road and Banking company and the Macon and 
Western railroad company and no more.”’ 

The Western and Atlantic railroad company 
is subject to the same liabilitiesand public burdens 
as the Georgia Railroad and Banking company and 
the other two railroads mentioned. The liabilities 
and public burdens of these three railroad compa- 
nies are various. One for instance, is that they pay 
a tax of one-half of one per eent.on the net anuual 
income of each, which Isupposethe Western and 
Atlantic Railroad company pays now, These three 
railroeds are not liable to any other tax in this state, 
neither is the Western and Atlantic Railroad eom- 
pany. Right here comes the rub. On the ngxt 
(hen geen hangs this question. and it is a close rub 

this burden of taxes is put on the We-tern and 
Atlantic Railroad company. The proposition ig 
thi«: If the Western and Atlantic R ilroad com 
pany has the same exemptions, privileges, immuni- 
ties, rights and guarantees, and is subject to the 
liabilities, disabilities and public burdens of the 
Georgia Ratlroad and Banking company and the 
Central Railroad and Banking company, and the 
Macon -and Western Railroad company, 
then if these three railroads are subject, in Georgia, 
to pay one-haifot one per cent, on the net annual 
income of each 4s a tax, then these three railroads 
are responsible for all liabilities, di-abiliticg and 
public burdens on all property they own in other 
states besides Georgia, so aleo is the Western and 
Atlantic railroad company Hable forall property 
they leased from the state of Georgia outside the 
limite of Georgia. If this squeezing does not put 
this tax on the Western and Atlantic railroad, then 
it is not on them, 

Secondly, as to the payment of this $750,889,74 
being amount of betterments on account of the im- 
proved condition of the property. And I might say 
now, in reference to this question, and without 

oing into a full discussion of the contract on this 

ine, this much: First, the general assembly cannot 
now intelligently pay the above sum or any sum 
whatever for these improvements, it you adit the 
lessees are entitled to pay for them, 

And the lessees cannot intelligently receive any 
amount now for improvements tothe round. Why 
cannot this be done, someone asks. Because the 
answeris plain. The state cannot tell what the 
condition of the road and its apourtenances will be 
at the end of the lease; the lessees themselves cgn- 
not tell what it’s condition will be, The road y 
be in better condition at the end of the lease than 
It is now, or it may be ina worse condition by 

500,600. We cannot now tell how much to pay. 
The lessees may have heavy liabilities within the 
next fourteen months, She may lose many of the 
appurtenances of the road between now and De- 
cember 27, 1890. And if the general assembly pays 
them now say 000 for improvements, then it 
may be that it would. cost the lessees $750,000 to put 
the ,oad and its appurtenances tn as gooi condi- 
tion at the end ofthe lease as it isnow. It is true, 
the lessees say they will undertake to deliver the 
road and its appurtenances (so says Governor

its present excellent condition. Another thing, the 
Western aud Atlantic railroad company, or ,major-

Does it mean that the then present 138 miles ot road 
bed and side tracks added and 571 cars ofall kinds 
which was delivered to the lessees? and 
the then forty-five engines and the same num- 
ber of cranks, depots, tanks, ete., that were then 
delivere’?

So then wesee by a reasonable con- 
struction of the contract that the lessees must re- 
turn the road and.all of fits appurtenances at the 
expiration of the lease, in as good condition as the 
road and ail of its appurtenances were in at the 
time of the lease, on December 27th, 1870, Then if 
there are improve:nents in the way of engines, pas< 
senger coaches, box cars, coal cars, as Necessary ap- 
purtenances of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
then let’s get the price of them and pay 
the lessees furthem. The lessees cannot afford to 
let the property run down, and they will not. Pres- 
ident Brown admits that the lessees have made 
money out of the lease. They have a right to make 
itif{they can. Vice-President Stahiman says the 
Louisville and Nashville road have lost money on 
their stock in the lease. He says the Louisville and 
Nashville road, which company owns a majority of 
the shares, has lost $350,000, with interest at six per 
cent included, and they have only had it since 1880. 
Mr, Stahlman says the road has only earned $19,- 
000 per aunum during the past five years, Then he 
says the minitaum ptice under the new lease is 
$42',000, and further, the Icssees under the new lease 
will have $12,000 to pay for taxes in Tennessee. Mr. 
Stahlman is certainly mistaken about losing money 
and certainly $550°000 has not been lost; $419,000 
must be the net earnings ot the road for the last five 
vears, and if you add $300,000, the yearly rental, to 
119,000 and take $420,000 from it you will have. the 
net earning ofthe road, Then this would be about 
$13,000 for each share of thestock. So I suppose 
Mr. Stahiman is mistaken and Governor Brown Is 
about correct when he says all the lessees have made 
money. As long as the lessees pay the 
State $25,000 per month, Georgia cannot 
interfere with them. It makes no differenee 
what the lessees may dotothe road or its appur- 
tenances, Ifthe lessees return the road and its ap~ 
purtenances in a worse condition at the expiration 
of the lease than the road and its appurtenances 
was at the time of the lease, then Georgia has a 
bond of 88,000,000 outof which to get the differ- 
ence. So Georgia isnot to be scared by threats. 
So loug as Georgia receivestherental monthly she 
is satisfied. Let us not cross the bridge till we get 
toit.

The Lease Settlement. 


Eprrors Constitution: Sunday’s Con- 
STITUTION contains an article signed ‘'Georgia,” 
which must strike the nverage reader as ill-timed 
and decidedly out of place at this juncture. The 
question is not whether Colonel Julius Brown was 
the mouth- piece of his father, or whether the lessees 
have a right to claim anything for permanent im- 
provement upon the road bed, tracks and bridges, 
It iswhether or not the road shall be offered for 
lease, as Governor Gordon urged in his message, 
‘free from any incumbrances or complications of 
any kind,’’ 

The lessees have presented a claim—three-fourths 
of which amount embracing taxes, rolling stock 
and side tracks is practicaily conceded to be due, 
Are we to let this claim go unadjusted and thereby 
jeopardize the lease of the road, in fact the road it- 
selt? or willthe general assembly provide means 
for a settlement so as t> enable the state to lease 
the road at a good p 1¢e? 

Whatever else may be said of the Louisville and 
Nashville company, there isno denying the fact 
that its cordial support of the State road has made 
it possible to lease the property at an advanced 
price, and without its support the earning capacity 
of the property will be cut down fully one-half, 
Can the state upon the threshold of the expiration 
of the present lease afford toantagonize the most 
important fecder and ally that the State road has? 

And If the lessees, including the Louisville and 
Nashville, are willing to allow a commission com- 
posed of the ablest and truest men in Georgia pass 
upon their claim and abide the result, can the state 
atford to refuse? 

Is it not better to let Georgians pass upon it, 
and speedily, too soasto get the benofit of a set- 
tlement before bids are asked under the new lease, 
than to have the whole — relegatel perbaps 
ton foreign court to be litigated at great risk and 
expense to the state? Does anybody in Georgia 
suppose fora moment that a commission composed 
of good aud true men will give the lessees anything 
ifthey are not entitled to it? 

The argument of “Georg.a’’ evades the real issue; 
itdealsin technical and sentimental phases of a 
q uestion which should have no weight ithe dis. 
position of a matter so essential to the well being of 
the state’s valuable property.

How the Contract Reads. 

Eprrors ConstTirution: Senator Hall’s 
amendment of the new lease act, which proposed to 
lease property according to the inventory of 1872, 
filed with the secretary of state instead of the in- 
ventory of 1870 as filed by the Bullock commission, 
is important, especially in view of the statement of 
President duBignon that this new inventory will 
wipe omt’about $200,000 of the lessees’ claims for bet- 
terments. Perhaps if the whole question were 
thoroughly sifted to the bottom some of the remain- 
ing part ofthe claims might goin the same way— 
let us hope that this may be so. 

But there isone item which this second inyen- 
tory ee whivh appears to me all-important, 
to- wit: 

The general assembly in authorizing this second 
inventory distinctly aflirmed that it was by it the 
lessees and the state should be bound in delivering 
and receiving the road at the termination of the 
lease. Thisinventory wassigned by three democratic 
officials, In speaking of what the lessees ought to 
deliver tothe state atthe end of the leaseit con- 
tains the following language : 

**Length of main track from Chattan to Al 
lanta, 188 miles; total length of sidetrack, 
23 75-100 miles. The lessees should return to the 
state at the expiration of their leate 188 miles of 
main track, laid with iron rail, ‘’T’’ pattern, of qual- 
ity ordinarily used by the railroads of the state of 
Gvuorgia, reduced in weight by wear from the gen- 
eral standard of 88 tons to not less than 75 tons per 
mile on an average, together with sidetracks as 
herein reported.” 

Mark the languarve—and tell us if the lessees are 
to deliver only 23 78-100 miles of sidetrack how the 
state can compel them to deliver 47 miles? and if 
they “should deliver 138 miles of main track be- 
tween Chattanooga and Atlanta laid with iron rail 
‘T’ pattern,’ bow they can be compelled to deliver 
138 m:les laid with steel rafis! It is well for the gen: 
eral assembly, which has this grave and important 

to d of to Ilook well

question which the legislature bas been called upon 
to consider, and the greatest care should be in 
dealing with it 

Resolutions or statements which evade the main 

uestion and only serve to further complicate or Ir-

It will require the most mature and 
conservative reflection of this general assembly to 
solve the difficulty, and relieve the states’ great 
property from embarrassing entanglement, 
my pocemens the situation imperatively de 
such consideration before adjournment.

The direct purpose of the fair is to pay off the debt 
which still hangs over the company’s armory—a 
building of which all Atlanta is proud, and which 
was erected ax a memorial by the citizens of Georgia

Thearmory was dedicated in 1890, “a memorial 
armory,’’ because of the friendly and fraternal re- 
lations between the sections, which the tour of the 
Guard was largely instrumental ia brincing about. 
The armory was built to a great extent by popular 
subscription, which was largely increased by the 
memorial fair held shortly after its completion, and 
which was one of the greatest occasions of tne kind 
ever held fn the south, being participated ig by the 
citizens and military all over the country. 

But there is a bonded debt of about twelve thou- 
sand dollars on the armory. andit is this that the 
meibers of the Guard are anxious to cancel. It 
was for this purpose that the late drill at the expo- 
sition was entered into, and the magnificent record 
the boys made shows how earnest they were in 
their endeavois. And the ovation they re- 
ceived also showed what a hold 
the Guard has on the people. When the 
company failed to get the purse that it had worked 
so fuitbfully for, the lady friends of the Guard be-

unds, 

At one time it was almost decided by them to 
starta populer subscription to make up a hand- 
some purse, but it was finally decided that a fair 
would be more successful and satisfactory.

Justice Blandford and the Lawyers,—At the meet- 
ing ofthe supreme court yesterday, Mr. Justice 
Blandford made the following remarks to the mem- 
bers of the bar: . 

“Tt isa Very serious ground of complaint on the 
part of the court against counsel, that they do not 
refer in their briefsor in the argument of their 
cases to the decisions heretofore made on the same 
questions, or cognate questions, In a 
very large proportion of the cases 
we have decided, we findin the briefs of counsel 
no reference toany authority whatever touching 
the points discussed, either on one side or the other; 
and this court has been burdened with the neces~ 
sity ofsearching out these authorities for itself, 
although the state library is open to counsel and it 
is their duty to do this themselves.”

It may be that we 
had no right to oxpectthis, but we did expect it 
from Louis James and we were disappointed, He 
was handicapped, it ls true, by poor support and by 
breaks of different kinds to mar the ensemble pcr- 
formance; yet with all these difficulties removed, 
there would have been nothing in Mr. James's work 
to warrant his being given a place with the great 
Richards—nothing to entitle him to be considered 
miore than fairly good. 

There are a few good'people in Mr. James’s sup 
porting company, but they had no opportunity to 
do themselves justice last night. With care and 
study, Mr. James may yet make a success of Richard:

THE COMING MUNICIPAL ELECTION 
GROWING RIPE. 


The Candidates Beginning to Move—The 
Registration Books to Open Next Week— 
The West End Annexation. 


The interest in the approaching municipal elec- 
tion is increasing and the political slate makers are 
getting to work, ‘ 

Nothing definite, however, has been done so far, 

About the city ball the possible and probable can- 
didates were discussed yesterday, and many new 
names were suggested, some of them being names 
hitherto unknown in city politics. 

By the city officers, all sorts of slates and combin- 
ations were written, but only to be erased with the 
sponge. 

So far no one has announced his candidacy and 
this fact preventsthe formation of a slate for the 
present at least, 

The names used in point are the names of gentle- 
men who are now or have been ip the city’s service, 
and for that reason, it is presumed that they would 
not refuse a term in the board of aldermen or com- 
mon council if it was offered thea, 


Engineer Rudolph Herring's Report. 


Mr. Rudolph Herring, of New York, the top- 
ographical engineer who was brought to Atlanta 
to act with City Engineer Clayton, in searching the 
water courses and water sheds about Atlanta, with 
a view to building new water works, has made his 
report. 

‘hat report will be submitted to the general coun- 
cil next Monday. 

When Mr, Herring came south the last time he and 
ngunees Clayton went over all the watercourses, 
including th ttahoochee river, likely to give 
Atlanta asufficient supply. The prelimiaary sur- 
veys were made in order to ascertain the probable 
costof the work, Armed with this information 
and the capacity of the present works and the prob- 
able powers of the new sources, Mr. Herring went 
home to figure out the result, 

In his report Mr. Herring shows the insufficiency 
of the present plant and the possibility 
of all the new sources. He concludes by selecting a 
point on the Chattahoochee river where Peachtree 
emptiesinto it as the best location for the works, 
He then says that the works giving up ten millions 
and a half gallonsoft water per day with two pump- 
ing stations will cost $1,035,058, and that with one 
pumping station the cost will be $792,925. 

Preparing to Vote. 

Hon, Park Woodward, city clerk, notifies the 
voters of Atlanta, through Tar CONSTITUTION’S 
advertising columns, that the registration books 
will open next Wednesday, the sixth day of No- 
vember, and will remain open for their accommo- 
Gation until the first day of December. 

There will be three sets of registration books. 
The location of these books has been fixed b 
law, but the appointment fof the jregistrars is left 
with the powers that be. One set of the books will 
be at the city hall, under the supervision of the 
clerk, Another set will be located as near the 
corner of Broad and Alabama streeis as practicable, 
and in all probabilit will be at No. 12 Alabama, Dr. 
Amos Fox’s office. The third set must be near toe 
corner of Marietta and Peachtrec,and it is presumed 
the registrar will receive the voters in Mr, Samuel 
W. Goode’s office. Each registrar will have six 
books, one for each ward, and a voter can register 
at either of the three places, but will have to vote 

in the ward in which he resides. 


The West End Annexation.

The Lease Bill in the Senate—Argument for 
the Bartlett Amendment Nearly Done— 

A Majority Against It. 
The senate resumed discussion of the Bart- 
lett restrictive amendment to the lease bill 
esterday, and the argument for restriction was 


concluded. 
Senator Bartlett finished his elaborate argu- 


ment begun Friday, and Senator J. W. Harris 
made a strong specch of two hours. He made

Florida and Western railroad itis1.71. The vice- 
president of the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
whoisnow pressing against the state a claim of 
three-quarters of a million dollars for betterments, 
testitie1 before the conference committee thet a 
blind man could see why this difference extated 
between the rates on the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road or the East Tennessee, Virginia aud Georgia 
from Atlanta to Chattanooga and the Central, 
Georgia and other railroads in Georgia. He said it 
was competition in the one piace and the 
lack of it in the other. And he said that 
wt the legislature would fix it so that the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad could lease the 
Western and Atlantic railroad with imunity from 
competition he would say in behalf of his company 
that they would take it on those terms, relinquish 
all ciaims for bellerments and return itat the end 
of the lease in its present excellent condition, 
because they would make the amount of their claim 
back in one year if they were free from competition. 

Am I wrong in saying that this provision of the 
sonstitution was put here to reserve the 
freedom of commerce, and will the sen- 
ate do that which will result in 
the destruction of competition and the freedom of 
commerce as guaranteed by the constitution which 
the people of Georgia have erected? 

For five or ten thousand dollars per month shall 
wedo that which will take a vast sum from the 
pockets of the people ot Georgia? 

For five or ten thousand dollars a month are you 
willing to tax the people of the state $2,400,000 a 

ear? 

senator Bartlett said that this question’ of res- 
training monopoly and of preserying the freedom 
of commerce was uo new thing. He referred to the 
time, inthe brilliant reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
when the granting of monopolies had aroused the 
people, aud in 1601 the wrath of the people had so 
gathered and found voice in the parliament that 
the queen, foreseeing an impending revolution, re- 
voked the patents of monopoly. He quoted the 
expression of the _ historian, that “the 
yoice of the people in parliament 
was high and menacing,’ and quoted the 
stirrins words of Sir John Culpepper, whosaid on 
That occasion that the cry against monopoly had 
come up from every fireside in the realm, and tbat 
monopoly was like the plagues of Egypt, and *as 
feit in theif food; in their drink; in what they wore, 
and in the fire that warmed their hearthstones. He 
then referred to the uprising against the monopolies, 
granted in 1623, by James, the First, and tothe act 
of parliament at that time, forbidding the grant of 

any patent of monopoly, and he also quoted the 
order of James forbidding any suitor thereafter to 
ask for any such patent. The people rose em masse 
for what they called **ihe old liberties ofthe realm.”’ 
‘History repeats itself,’’ he said, ‘‘and it was be 
cause of monopolies with which the present burs 
dens are not to-be compared, that the constitutional 
convention of 1877 putin this clause.to guarantee 
the treedom of commerce and to protect the people 
against monopoly. It was because the people of 
this state rose up to throw off their burdens and to 
demand that their old liberties be restored to them.”’ 

The senator then quoted “Cooly on Constitutional 
Limitations,’ to the effect that it was unjust to 
the people to presume thatin framing their consti- 
tution they left anvthing to implication. 
It was unjust to the people he said to presume that 
they put in their constitution anything which was 
not mandatory, and he comnenicd this view to 
those lawyers in the house who had argued that 
this constitutional clause was not mandatory. 

“J know what will De the fate of this amendment, 
I trust that thesenate in its wisdom will .preserve 
the freedom of commerce and of competition to tha 
people even at the sacrifice of this property. Sena» 
tors may differ with me but as for 
me I will Say in the language of 
the distinguished author of the constitutional pro- 
vision, As for myself, wherever I may be, whether 
in the senaic chamber,on the hustings or elsewhere 
I propose to stand by it, andevertostand byit: — 


‘Till wrapped in flames, the realms of ether glow, 
one Heaven's last thunder strikes the world be- 
ow.”’

Senator Harris began by saying he thor- 
oughly approved Senator Bartlett’s amendment in 
its spirit, but it lett it altogether with the covernor 
to decide whether the lessees were doing anything 
by combiuation or buying the stock of other roads 
to lessen or defeat competition, It was not likely 
that the governor would decide that they were so 
defeating competition when they were not, but 
such athing was possible, and on sucha mistake 
the lease might be deciared forfeited and the prop- 
erty thrown baek on the state’s hands without suf- 
ficient cause. Therefore, he offered an amendment 
providing that if the governor should have 
reason to believe thit the lessees were attempting 
unlawfully to lessen or defeat competition, he 
should d.rect the attorney-general to institute in 
the courts of the state: proceedings to forfeit the 
lense, and when it bad been forfeited by the de- 
cision of the courts, the governor should take pos- 
session of the road, 

Senator Bartiett accepted this amendment as a 
Bubdstitute to his, and Senator Harris proceeded, 

He coneeded at the outset that the restrictive 
amendment might decrease the rental, perhaps 
$1,000, oreven $5,000 a month, though he did not 
think it would be as large as the latter sum. 

The Western and Atlantic railroad, he said, 
was a necessity to only one corporation, 
the Richmond and West Point terminal, and to 
that only to compiete its mouopoly, There were 
nine railroads entering Atlanta and: bringing here 
through freight to all parts of the state. Eight of 
these were already controlled by the West Point 


Terminal and the Western and Atlantic railroad - 


was the one road left by which competition was 
reserved in the vast western traffic which came 
nto the state. It isthe one possession of the state 
by which it protects itself against monopoly. 

“The Senator from the twenty-sixth who is on the 
other side of this question has said that he 
believes as firmly as he believes in the existence 
ot a God that the people of Georgia are overwhelm~ 
ingly opposed to the sale of the State road. I in- 


-- Gorse what he says, and why 1s it that they are so 


unalterably opposed to the sale of the road? It is 
not because they think the road is profitable to 
them. That would be saying that the citizens of 
Georgia are fools. They know the road would sell 
for enough to pay the state debt. The interest on 
the state debt is $460,000, and the rental of the road 
only $300,000 — $160,000 less than the 
interest—$160,000 that would be saved in interest 
y the sale of the road. No wonder those 
who favor the sale of the road, ing on this 
basis alone,came to their conclusion. That is not why 
the people value the road. They kept it for years 
when it wasa burdenin order that the co rce 
of the state might be protected from ra V5 :

If the West Point Terminal got the State road it 
would have two lines, this and the Kast Tennessee, 
the State road for twenty years and the Eass Ten- 
nesseo = for  ninety-n yearn. A rail- 
road can develop a county. If a man 
wanted to locate a mili that would 
furnish freight amounting to $50 a day they may 
give him better rates on the East Tennessce and lox 
cate him there. They were virtually owners of the 
East Tennessee and they would build up their own 
line in preference to one they only had for twenty 
years, At the end ofthe lease they would return 
the state's property with its business undermined, 
and its increase reduced, while the territory of the 
East Tennessee had been developed and its in- 
crease and local business multiplied, 

He argued that the complction of the monopoly 
would stop railroad building in Georgia. Last year 
of 900 miles built in Georgia the railroad monvpoly 
built only thirty-five. There was an agreement bes 
tween the Central and the Plant system that no ex- 
tensions shouid be builtin that section except at 
the will of the dominant systems, The traffic 
would have togoand come from interior farms, 
but they would get it oe gerne aud there was no 
need tospend money and effert to build extensions. 
The new roads would have to be built by new 
parties, But with this West Point Terminal 
giant system in possession of the Western and At- 
lantic, the last important independent road, timid 
capital would be slow to venture into the field 
against them with all their money and power to 
crush a young and weak rival. 

He held that under the decision of the Collins 
case, in the 48th Georgia, the state could make no 
contract contrary to its constitution, and if the 
lessee should get this road without restriction it 
would an unconstitutional contract, and the 
lessee, if it found the lease at any time unprofit- 
able, could get some one to institute a suit and 
have the lease forfeited. Then the road would 
be inthe hands of the state again. 

The through freight was by far the larger part of 
the traffic on the Western and Atlantic railroad. Ac- 
cording to information given by its officers it hauled 
in 1888-9 of local freight 88,000 tons, of through 
freight 814,000 tons—nearly ten times as much, In 
1889 the local was 157,000 and the through freizht 
791,000 tons. He presumed the proportion wes near 
the same on other :oads, It was the through freight 
on which the railroad commission afforded no pros 
tection against monopoly. He said that the vast 
majority of the goods used in Georgia were brought 
in on the railroads as through freight. 
Everything we eat and wear and have 
the farmer paysthe freight. A merchant gets an 
article for $10, and the freight is$2. The cost mark 
is $12, plus the rez.t, the clerk hire and other ex- 
penses plus the profit. The farmer fells his corn in 
Cartersville. Ifit is worth 50 cents in Chattanooga 
and freight there is 5 centsa bushe), the merchant 
offers him 50 cents less the freight, less his profit— 
say 40 cents net. Te farmer pays the {reignts. 
The farmers, are by the census, 70 per cent of the 
people of Georgia. They go to the merchant and 
ask him what he will give for their corn or cotton, 
they ask bim whet he will take for his 
goods, He fixes gthe price both 
their products and in his 
It is said they are growing rer. If that is true 
itisno wonder. I represent not them alone but all 
the citizens of my district I suppose. I think as 
much of themasIought, I ask you notto put the 
monopolist in position tolay a heayftr tax upon 
them. There are 800,00 bales of cotton raised in 
Georgia. Probably ten per cent of it is manufac- 
tured in the state. Probably 700,00 bales of cotton 
go out of the state. Suppose the monopoly sbould 
tax the people an extra $1.25 a bale for freight. 
They did it once and the constitution cried out 
againstit. They gave it up because they had com- 
petition. 

Suppose competition should be shutout, Would 
they not levy this tax again? 

“Suppose they should levy an extra tax of$la 
ton on coal, All the coal comes from outside. the 
state, even tha‘ from Dade county comes through 
Tennessee. Suppose they should levy the tax. [t 
is a low estimate to say there are a milliontons used 
inthestate. There would be a tax ofa million 
dollars. 

“Buckle said tell me a man's habits and his sur- 
rounding; and will tell you what he 
will do. If he is given to stealing and 
he has opportunity he will steal. 
It he is hungry and tempting viands are put before 
him, he willeat. If there is the consuming lusi of 
the libertine and the chaste charms of Lucrece and 
there will be the same heinous crime followed by 
the same chaste self-destruction. We all know 
what corporations are. Without the soul of a man 
and with the immortality he does not poss»ss, their 
only motive is money! money! money! I defy any 
senator to show an instance to the contrary.” 

Hie quoted an instance where the Cen- 
tral road had charged a local rate of 
sixty-five cents a hundred pounds where 
the commission had afterward fixeda rate of 18 
cents. 

He said the through freight on the Western and 
Atlantic railroad was 791,000 tons and it was a low 
estimate to put the whole through traffic of Georgia 
at ten times that amount, or 7,910,000 tons. 

Suppose the monopoly should increase freight 
only 5centsa hundred. That would be $1 a ton or 
$7,910,000. What was $1,000 or $5,000 a month or 
$12,000 or $60,000 a year compared with this lm- 
mense tax? 

He called attention to the rate per ton mileas 
ninety-three hundredths of a cent on the Western 
and Atlantic and ~=ninety-six and one half 
hundredths the Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia while it was 
1.68 on the Georgia and 1.91 and 2.08 on the Central 
and its branches. He said the press bad stated that 
rates had been reduced 25 per cent at Americus by 
competition. Columbus, he said, had long lan- 
guished under railroad monopoly. In two years of 
the Georgia Midland had been built from by the 
efforts of public-spirited citizeus, the popniation 
had increased from 11,000 to 30,000, and the wealth 
had increased over $2,000,000. He called attention 
to the rate of 3.72 cents per ten-mile charged by 
the Pennsylvania monopoly, while the Baitimore 
and Ohio, with competition, did the same work for 
63-100 of a cent. 

Senator Brad well asked if it was not the competi- 
tion of markets that made the difference. 

Senator Harris said that was thenew shiboleth 
and he could see no force in the argument. Com- 
petition of markets might sometime reduce freight 
rates, but it was eertain that where one road offered 
to haul goods for a dollar and another for ninety 
cents, the one that made the ninety cent rate would 
get the goods, 

Admit that the present directors of the West Point 
Terminal system love the south as they loudly prox 
claim they du. Thev may change. They may sell 
ont or they may die. But the state wants no 
self-appointed guardians, The people cannot afford 
toleave it to monopoly to protect them. Only 
cowards and infants ask for protection. FPrave men 
prefer to protect themselves, andifthis monopoly 
is fixed on the people of Georgia, they will one day 
rise up and throw off the yoke, even if it bein rey- 
olution. Whatan fJapparition would be the face of 
the author of this constitution in these halis—the 
immaculate patriot, Toombs. Would to God we 
couid see him here, with his flashing eye, his 
thundering voice, his majestic mein, It would 
be rare sport to see how the foxes would 
hunt their holes at his first note.”’

A Chattanooga party are expected in At- 
lanta tonight, en route to Griffin, where they go for 
the bodies of General F, M. Walker, of Cheatham’s 
division, C. 8. A,, and Wright 8. Hackett, company 
C, Sixteenth infantry, C, 8. A. 

The soldiers are to be carried back to Chattanooga, 
the party passing back through Atlanta Wedaesday 
forenoon. 

General‘ Walker wes killed in front of Atlan 
July 22, 1864, and Hackett was mortally wouud 
ip the same battle and on the same day. 

The Chattanooga party is expected to include the 
following named gentlemen: Colonel Tom Fort, 
Captain &. J. A. Frazier, Rev. J. W. Bachman, Major 
W. C. Payne, J. B. Smarrt, L. T. Dickenson, all of

Itis probable that Mr. L. G. Walker,a son of 
General Walker.and Mr. Byles, a messmate of 
Hackett's, will accomprny them.
